. .lolin P. Altxeld. fomier xuremor of Illinois, wss the principal speaker at the 
boiKiupt of the Independent club In RuRslo, N. W lukinx for his topic, "SHALL 
THE I'EtlPLE OWX THE MOXOPtlLIES?" To Judxe from his nttcrances 
John I*. Altxrld Htsnds for Snciulisni pnre ond simple, and ne sre st s loss to 
UfiflerHIniid why he does not join the SiH-hilist Jisrty. 

Ulosely fnllow'ine the Soi'islist method of ressouine he hrielly outlined the in¬ 
ventions and diseoveries, he told of al.sirplkin of the siiiall shops by the xreat 
factory, and the emwdinx out of the sinall stores liy the hi* department atore; 
the rohsolidatiou of railway and steamship lines; ihe division of lalior whereby 
Ini one mail minpleles an aitiele, hut makes only ii part, thns takinx indrpend- 
erne from Ihe men and makiiix them interdepcndoiit upon ooe another. 

Mr. Altxeld furthermore n-iM-ated what Soeialiats of all sehools elaim. i. e.. 
that ibiwe mndilions are part and panvl of oar rivilunlinn. and that we would 
nor no haefc to the old system of prodnetiou aud distribution on a small scale If 
we ivinlcl. ronsolidatinnK are heheheial to mankinil if iimperly maiiaxcd, nl- 
ihonch they have completely wi|s-d out eompetitinn in certain Helds and rreated 
mono|iolies. It is no lonxer possible to have eoniietiliou lu snppijinx the inhabi¬ 
tants of s eity with water or xas or eleetrie light or street railway iTviee. 

So he, Mr. Altxeld, has censed to be a "trust killer" and "anti-mnnoiioly 
bowler" of the vnlxar Populist kind. 

lint—says .Mr. Altxrld very correctly—"we have now this nnnmilons condi¬ 
tion: That the thinxs aiisolutely necessary to the comfort, prosperity, health 
and even the life of the American ncoolr are owned and rohtmlleal not by them¬ 
selves but by monoimlles; that Is. thi'y are owned and eontrolled by a few 
nnis""" P'-vpIc are in tbi power of thene few private indlTliI- 

The speaker then took up the varions efforts, national, stale and mnnioipal, 
to roiiirol the combinations, anil said that all of them bad failed. Roards were 
created, tint the nHinniiolies promptly bought up the boarda. or if this could not 
Iw done a fialcml Judge could always iw found who by injunetion would draw 
the teeth of hostile Ipgislation. 

The principal remedy offered by the sptwker was goveroincnt ownership of 
all niililics. lie showed that even Enrope was a qnarter of a century ahead 
'.n the proiioiitian of rontrollinx the trusta. but be was not quite rorrect in this, 
for iillhough Enroiiran ctmntries are not owned soul and body by Ihe pinto- 
erais ns is Ihe govrriinieut of onr own conntrv, yet the trusts and great cafe 
iiulisis ntiil financiers are rather powerful in Germany. England and Franee. 

.Mr. .\llgelil admitted that thi' qnesliou of patronage in the event of gorern- 
iiienl uwnershiii is wrioiis, Ic.it he thought tlie iieople iviuld Iw trusted to regn- 
liile this mnller. .Nine we tire net ufniid that the tinestiiib of patronage will 
iKiiher the &>iinl llemoeratie piirly very niueb—it surely will not exist at alt 
under Soeialisiii timl it must losi* its signifieuiiee in the same degree us Social- 
iMn anil u>i-aMim‘ii art* iDinxlui'in).

Uea- 
soD is the king of tbu himiaD mind ami 
hia throne is the ccrcbnim, but the real 
power hohiod the throne riMiinins with 
the more humble parts of the nervous 
system of tbe l*oily. The directive, the 
oo to siH'sk. legislative and suiwrvisitig 
work aud ex<‘cuilve ftmetious are per¬ 
formed by tbe UiflTennit parts of the 
mind. 

What Hartmann aptly calts "will” la 
n4)t the intellect, the “pure nuison" of 
Kmanuel Kant, but the sum total of 
minor psychic activities of the human 
Iwdy—its instincts or desir^-s. This 
will" or these 4leMire{: are the elementary 
fim-es of so<’lal statk. and dynamics. 
The more intellciltial people grow, the 
nmrt' able they get to subject thoir 
"will" to the controlling and suiierviaing 
intlu4*n4*e of trilical thought. To kill 
the "wlH” entirely, however, means to 
commit suicide.

The materialistic conception of 
history would be of no value, of no sig- 
nlficnnei' whatever, as a foundation of 
critical SociaUsm. if it claimwl that roa- 
S4m alone is the moving force in human 
sm-ial-ecouomic life, as the ao-called Uto¬ 
pians did. 

The iiiateriallstic cona^ption of history 
diroctly presupposes that the real forces 
ruling human society are the desires to 
live, the instincts of self-preservation. 
Mnrx indicated clearly that the great 
masses of humanity are guided lo their 
sociol w'onomie inter-relations chiefly, if 
not exclusively, by their material Inter¬ 
ests AS THEY CONCEIVE THEM 
through the medium of their "will" rath¬ 
er than their reason.

Do you mean to tell mo 
that the operation of your railways is 
equivalent to a battle of Gettysburg each 
rear, and you have never been bunged, 
or shot, or impriBonod—that you walk at 
large, a frtfe man?—a fm‘ luurtierer! 
That the victima of our railways get no 
damages, let alone pensions, that they 
die for a miserable wage, without honor 
in life, and without monumeuf after 
death—fJl to make profits for you? 

Very Eminent Gentleman—Oh, 1 say, 
business Is busiueM, and do not forget 
the “We,” my very dear friend. >Vhat 
are yon whining about? We get our 
$^,000,000 a year, don’t we? Why 
are w’o in the railway business? Is it 
uot to make mouer? We make It. don’t 
we? Pensions? honor? monumeutsi for 
a lot of dead hrnkemen and engineers, ig-

duty, anyhow.

If the 
railroad otficinls who make these Ktnti*- 
inents, and advertise them, were given 
their jiwt des4*rts. they would be consid- 
ewl AS criminalK and treated as such. 
Their ndrertisementH will bring years of 
hardship, privation and suffering to those 
who accept them ns tnith. and who come 
NVest in the exjiectatioD of securing 
homes or employment.

Wastes of Capitalism. 

Few is*alize the enonnoiis waste of the 
competitive Hystein. Raitroads and ia- 
dnstrinl plants an* duplicated, not far 
social but for speculative piinKMwa. Dur¬ 
ing the last twenty years the waste of 
capital due to strikes has been sbont 
$400.00(*,(MX). As to the waste of labor 
power, we Lave S.OOO.OOO paupeni. and 
at the other end of the social scale a 
large number of the so-calU'd leisure 
clasa. Every ablebodied niemltor of these 
classes represents so much wasted lal>or 
power. 

Another step in the right direction, for 
it leads to a higher degree of <*Ci>nomy 
with reference to our labor power, is the 
eatnbliahmeut of labor bureaus as s de¬ 
partment of our public service, wblck 
shall assist in mobilizing labor where its 
services are demanded.

Society iu its organised 
capacity should consciously and deliber- * 
ately uudertake to diminish the fearful 
waste ia moderu industry in order to aK 
free injividuality and thus give to its 
niembera the oppertunity for a higher 
culture.—Prof. Ira W. Howertli.

Irt^le we realise that pauperism and prostitutloh are the legitimate out* 
growth of the present aystem, which submerges the lower stratum of tim P*'*^ 
tariat, it la well known that certain wealthy dtlaens derive profit from degrada- 
rion through the rent of old rookeries, which sre a menace both to pnbUe mor^ 
and the pubHc health. We demand that all alom property be coD<Mned and the 
groond cleared by the pnblic aotboriries, and that, where adrisable, the spaces 
so dear^ be devoted to open air gymoaainma or for park purposea.

It must have Inreo most gratifying to 
Comrade Thomas Mctlrady, ns It ccr* 
taioly was to all Sodal DcniocralM who 
boara him last Monday night, to find ev¬ 
ery seat in two of the largest balls m 
the dty occupied by an attentive lis¬ 
tener and to reedve tbe «*«rillnl welcome 
he did from 2000 people. m<*A of whom 
had read of tbe ignorant and Ineffccuve 
fulmluatioDS against him or the cause 
he espoused by the Catholic btshopa of 
Green Bay and Buffalo. Fnrthenuore, 
theoe meetings, with the “Bluegrw 
Catholic Friest" oa the prinapal simakor. 
marked u most aiispidous beginning of 
the local campaign. At both places there 
were present n large number of busing 
men aud others who probably never be¬ 
fore heard a Sodalist speaker, and the 
enthusiasm was uuboundoil. 

At the south side meeting ' ictor 
Berger presided aud in a few 
tit^ced Father MKlrady. The 
laa man of splendid physifiil derdoji- 
ment. cordial manner and comma^ing 
Intellectual ability. He .

I 
don’t mean to say that he gets 15 cenU 
for every ilollar's worth of goods that he 
produces, but I mean that he pays lo 
market one dollar for goods that bo 

S roduwi for 15 cents. That difference 
1 due to waste, and what Sodaltara 
wlohes to do is to do away with that 
waste. 

. "The Republicans say that tbe trust is 
the product of evolntion; and ^ey aw 
right. The Democrats say that the 
tmsta are a nuisance; that they briieve 
In comp^ition, but not In trusts. Yon 
con't briieve in competition, and not in 
trasU, for comperition made tlie truata. 

"We do not want to do away with ma- 
dilnery: that Is Imposaible and undesir¬ 
able. 8ny, for instance. 1000 men are 
employed in a factory. A machine is in¬ 
troduced that permits 600 men to do the 
same work: competition cumpels the 
owner to discharge 500 men. and they 
ar* turned upon tbe laNu* market to 
starve. What 8ociaIl«m wants to do Is 
to employ the 1000 men and shorten tbe 
hours of labor. Then all may have time 
for study: they may improve their minds 
aud have tbe cnionnent that makes life 
worth living. With no waste this wonld 
be easily done and the amount of wealth 
each man wonld produce would bring 
him enough to live on and have these 
privileges. There wnuld l>e no profits 
and DO need for them.** 

Comrade McOrady was followed by 
Howard Tattle, candidate for mayor, 
who urgeil that tbe advocates of Social¬ 
ism get out and work, but first, he aald. 
they mart studv the cauae thoroughly: 
for unless they knew what they wboIm 
they wen* not going to accompllah any¬ 
thing. They must elect as their repre¬ 
sentatives men who knew what they 
wanted, aud would stand for tbe issues 
which the party advocated. 

Emil Seiael was chairman at tbe IJn- 
colo hall meeting, where Howard Tuttle 
sod A. 8. Edwards spoke before Father 
McOrady’s arrival, each occupyiug about 
forty-five mlautea, tbe audience firing 
close attention to tbe argnmenta present’ 
ed and not infrequently demoostratiug 
their approval with rounds of applaose. 
When Father McGrady arrived be waa 
received with a volley of cheers that told 
in no unmistakable way the high estima- 
tioB the people have for a man who dares 
la tbe face of ignorance aud calumnia¬ 
tion-to stand for human freedom and a 
humstie sodal order.
